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REPORT OF THE COUNTY COMMISSIONERS, 


In compliance with the requirements of the laws of New 
Hampshire the County Commissioners for Hillsborough 
County herewith present a statement of all the expendi- 
tures of the county, over which they have any control, for 
the year ending January Term, 1869, inclusive. Also, the 
report of the County Treasurer for the year ending Decem- 
ber 31, 1868. 

The year just closed is somewhat unlike its predecessor 
in regard to the County Almshouse. The law passed in 
June, 1868, abolishing all town settlements gained prior 
to January 1, 1840, thus transferring a considerable num- 
ber to the county almshouse who have been supported 
heretofore by towns, necessarily subjects the county to a 
larger outlay for their support. It is clearly evident, 
however, that the practical effect of this law will lighten 
the burden of taxation in our county very materially, as 
the cost for their maintenance will be much less at the 
almshouse than it could be possible to support some of 
them in each of the thirty towns in the county. The ac- 
commodations and conveniences for the inmates at the 
almshouse are far superior to the average town farms in 
the county in many particulars. Every apartment in the 
almshouse, which it is necessary to occupy, is warmed by 
steam, and kept comfortable for the aged and the young 
all seasons of the year when needed. The rooms are 
large and well ventilated, with excellent facilities for wash- 
ing and bathing in pure soft water. 

Nearly all those who have been removed from the sey- 
eral towns to the almshouse, in compliance with the law of 
1868, are very aged, infirm and feeble, and necessarily re- 
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quire additional labor, care and responsibility of those in 
charge of the institution. Soon after the passage of the 
law above referred to, upon a thorough examination of the 
matter we found it absolutely necessary to provide a more 
suitable place than our present buildings furnished for the 
insane. We have therefore erected a building for this pur- 
pose exclusively, situated thirty feet south of the alms- 
house, 80 X 30, two stories high, well ventilated, heated 
by steam, with sufficient rooms for twenty inmates. The 
building is a plain, substantial structure, thoroughly fin- 
ished, and will compare favorably with similar buildings 
for this purpose. ; 

The serious and unpleasant inconveniences heretofore 
existing for the want of a proper place for the insane are 
now to be no longer experienced, and the facilities for the 
care and attention to the insane greatly improved. 

- The cost of erecting and completing this building, in- 
cluding the steam-heating pipes, above the foundation is 
$1639.19. 

The foundation was ut in under the superintendence of 
Mr. Bumpus, mostly by the employees on the farm. 

The weekly average number at the almshouse during 
last year was 96; the present number, 110,—52 males and 
58 females. Of this number there are 29 harmless insane, 
7 requiring close confinement, and 10 idiots. Most of the 
remaining 64 are aged and feeble, with impaired or broken 
constitutions, unable to perform much productive labor on 
the farm or about the premises, demanding diligence and 
constant care to attend to their legitimate wants. It will 
be seen in the statement of inmates in another part of this 
report, that we have at the almshouse only 12 under ten 
years old, who have thus far been very well accommodated 
at the district school, thus precluding the necessity of 
maintaining a school at the almshouse. Should there be 
no considerable increase in numbers the ensuing year, the 
present arrangement will be sufficient. 

In the winter of 1868 the supply of water was not suffi- 
cient to meet the wants of the institution. Upon careful 
investigation it was discovered that the aperture through 
which the water passes from the pond to the flume was not 
large enough to allow sufficient water to keep the head at 
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the flume nearly level with the pond. To remedy this dif 


ficulty a cement water-pipe, nine inches in diameter, has- 


been laid from the pond to the flume, and the dam has 
been raised two feet. By this improvement there is 21-2 
feet more head at the flume than formerly, which now fur- 
nishes an abundant supply of water for all purposes 
needed. The cost of this indispensable improvement 
should not be charged to the farm for support of paupers 
the past year, as it is of a permanent character and of 
equal advantage in all coming time. The farm has been 
well cultivated the past year and has produced excellent 
crops, the full details of which will be found elsewhere in 
this report. For particulars as to the deaths and the san- 
itary condition of the institution during the past year, 
reference is made to the report of the county physician, 
Dr. Trevitt, who has very faithfully administered to the 
wants of the sick. In regard to the religious privileges 
enjoyed by those unfortunate persons, who, through mis- 
fortune and poverty which they could not avoid, now re- 
ceive at the hands of the county the living which their 
own hands cannot earn, we refer to the report of the Rey. 
Stephen C. Fletcher, who has taken a lively interest in pro- 
moting the spiritual welfare of the inmates of the institu- 
tion, earnestly devoting much time and labor in this direc- 
tion. For these valuable services we tender to Mr. 
Fletcher our kindest acknowledgments. 

We desire again to express our confidence in Mr. George 
G. Bumpus, Superintendent, and Mrs. Bumpus, Matron of 
the institution, for the faithful discharge of the peculiar 
and responsible duties devolving upon them, and to note 
their zeal and ability in the management of the specialties 
confided to their charge, and for their kind and tender 
care constantly rendered to the unfortunate persons com- 
mitted to their trust. We cheerfully accord the same com- 
mendation to the employees of the institution, for their 
general faithfulness in the discharge of their various 
duties.

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COUNTY PHYSICIAN’S REPORT. 


To THE COMMISSIONERS OF THE CouUNTY OF HILLSBOROUGH: 


Gentlemen, -—I have the honor to present to you a brief 
annual report of the sanitary condition of the county 
almshouse. 

The whole number of persons provided for in the insti- 
tution during the year has been one hundred and eighty- 
eight. The most of these come to the institution with 
broken-down constitutions, either the result of old age, 
sickness and misfortune, or, as is too often the case, the 
effects of ill spent lives of debauchery and intemperance. 

When we take into consideration these circumstances, it 
is not to be expected that the sick wards would be unoccu- 
pied by patients. The health of the inmates during the 
year has been comparatively good. No epidemic disease 
has invaded the institution, and but few cases of sickness 
have originated there. But very little sickness has oc- 
curred among the children, and but one death; that was a 
child brought there hopelessly ill and died within a few 
hours after its arrival. 

The whole number of deaths in the institution during 
the year, as will be seen by the accompanying table, has 
been twenty-six, nearly all the result of chronic disease. 
Many of these were persons brought there in the last stage 
of some fatal disease, and with the expectation that they 
had but a few days or weeks at the most to live. 

There have been two births during the year. 

The erection of a building for the insane has added 
much to the comfort and convenience of the inmates as 
well as those having them in charge. 

The freedom of the institution from epidemic disease 
may be attributed in part to its healthy location, but more 
especially to the care exercised by the Superintendent and 
his excellent lady in regard to the sanitary regulations of 
the establishment. 

The rooms and inmates are kept clean, and every pre- 
caution taken to guard against disease.

CHAPLAIN’S REPORT. 


To THE COMMISSIONERS OF HILLSBOROUGH COUNTY: 


Messrs.,— Having performed the usual duties of Chap- 
lain at the Almshouse during the past year, I have the 
honor to report that public religious worship has been held 
every month on Sabbath afternoon, since the new building 
was completed. During a portion of the year there has 
been a Sabbath school conducted by the Superintendent 
and Matron, together with those employed in the manage- 
ment of the farm and institution. The children while 
attending the district school have been brought under the 
moral and religious influence of schools where singing and 
reading of the Scriptures have formed a part of each day’s 
exercises. 
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The burial of the dead has been a fitting opportunity to 
lead the mind out to the hopes of the better life of God’s 
children, and to inspire contentment in the midst of earthly 
ills, so soon to pass away. By visiting the sick, aged and 
‘infirm, we have sought to minister the consolations of reli- 
gion, cheering them in their sadness here, and pointing 
them to the strength of the Lord and the promises of the 
Saviour, as a support in the hour of dissolution, and a 
preparation for the future life. The Bible and religious 
literature have been at all times in the rooms for the use 
of the inmates. 

In all my efforts to spiritually benefit this people, I have 
been cheered with the deep interest and earnest attention 
given by the better portion of the inmates to the subject of 
religion, and the untiring codperation of Mr. and Mrs. 
Bumpus, and those engaged to assist them in their cares, 
as well as by the sympathy of citizens of the community. 

In short, while all has not been done that we should be 
happy to see done, perhaps all has been done that under 
the circumstances of this motley gathering of all ages, 
nations, beliefs and moral conditions, could be expected. 
Certainly there could be found in any community large 
numbers who have not enjoyed a tithe of the religious priy- 
ileges enjoyed here. 

Every thing possible should be done for the religious 
welfare of this unfortunate class, a part of whom have 
seen every prospect blighted, save that in their religious 
faith ; another part never brought under the influence of 
religion till vice and degr adation brings them to the prison 
or almshouse.

Dividing by 96, the average weekly number, we have as 
the cost of each inmate one year, $115.86. 

Dividing by 52, the number of weeks, we have as the 
average weekly cost, $2.22. 

It will be seen by the statement of expenditures, that 
the cost for supporting each person at the farm last year 
is more than it cost the preceding year. The tendency for 
several years past has been a gradual withdrawal of pro- 
ducers from the almshouse, or most of those who were able 
to perform some productive labor, and helpless and costly 
consumers take their places, in consequence of which, 
more attendants are required, and more nutritious food, 
and medical attention. The practical and inevitable result 
is very far from any advancement towards self-support. 
The county have paid about $4.20 per week for the support 
of each insane person at the asylum for the insane, charge- 
able to the county. At this rate the thirty-six insane per- 
sons at the almshouse during the last year would have 
cost the county, $7,862.40; whereas, the actual cost for 
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supporting this number at the almshouse last year is only 
$4,170.81, a difference of $3,691.59 in the yearly cost for 
the support of thirty-six. Although in a pecuniary point 
of view, the county is affected unfavorably by the transfer 
of so many entirely helpless persons to the almshouse, yet it 
is a consolation to know that the burden of taxation upon 
the towns of the county will be considerably less than 
heretofore for this purpose. During the two years past, 
while the buildings were being erected on the farm at 
Wilton, a good deal of time and labor of the Superinten- 
dent and employees was required in putting in the founda- 
dations for the new buildings, grading the yards, labor on 
the water-works and other permanent improvements tend- 
ing to enlarge the facilities and conveniences for the suc- 
cessful and economical management of the institution. 
The Superintendent will be greatly relieved from these extra 
duties and services hereafter, as everything pertaining to 
the institution is now in good working order, affording 
more time and opportunity to attend to the responsible 
and ordinary duties devolving upon him as superintendent 
of the institution. We therefore entertain reasonable 
hopes that the expenditures the ensuing year will be less 
than they were the last year.

We have, during the last year, been under the necessity 
of putting steam heating pipes in the jail, for the purpose 
of warming it. It has been utterly impossible to keep the 
jail comfortably warm with the coal stoves heretofore used 
for that purpose. During some of the coldest days it be- 
came necessary to remove the prisoners from the cells in 
the north part of the jail to those in the south side, in 
consequence of the extreme cold and impossibility of suff. 
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ciently warming that part of the jail with coal. stoves, not- 
withstanding 28 tons of coal were consumed in the winter 
of 1867 and 1868. — In addition to the very large quantity 
of coal consumed in the stoves, a considerable outlay was 
required annually for repairs and exchanging stove funnel, 
~ much of which, in a single year, became rusted and unsafe 
to be longer used. The whole expense of the steam-heat- 
ing apparatus, including the boiler for the jail, jail shop 
and office complete, is ($951.00) nine hundred and thirty- 
one dollars. The works were put in the early part of last 
winter, and have given good satisfaction. We expect to 
realize a saving in fuel by this change of at least thirty per 
cent. from former cost, and that the rooms will be properly 
heated all seasons of the year when needed. The steam 
works were furnished and put in by Mr. J. Q. A. Sargent, 
of Manchester.

So far as we are now able to judge, we think $40,000.00 
will be sufficient to meet all the expenses of the county the 
ensuing year, and a reasonable prospect of paying some 
part of the debt, unless some unforeseen expenditure
